In peacetime. This is a m anaged economy designed for 
wartim e. 
I s is also, for the

part, an experi­ 
m ental economy, draw ing heavily on foreign exper­ 
ience for its prelim inary 
operations. 
The 
United 
Stater, is trying som ething new “for the duration.” 
It 
cannot be judged by fam iliar standards. 
Inevitably, m any individuals, m any groups, many 
organizations will be h u rt. 
Business-as-usual can't 
be switched over to business-not-as-usual 
without 
trem endous dislocations and inequalities. 
Nor could 
the government afford to w ait 
till 
everything 
had 
been settled to everybody's satisfaction beforehand.
